W ith these bullets scientists will 
bom bard atom s to produce mesons, 
w hich are m ighty little packets of 
energy and m atter w hich apparently 
are the key to the deepest secrets of 
nuclear energy. 
T he project was announced last 
n ig h t jointly by Dr. E rn est O. Law ­ 
rence. cyclotron inventor, and David 


E L ilienthal, ch airm an of the At­ 
omic Energy Commission. 
T he m ain p a rt of the big m achine 
will be a m agnet weighing 13,000 
tons. 
C onstruction probably will require 
about five years. T he cyclotron will 
rem ain the property of the govern­ 
m ent but the university will have the 
greatest passible degree of autonom y 
In operating it, L ilienthal said. 
T he AEC chairm an added that the 
plans reflect th e determ ination of 
the U nited S tates to rem ain "pre­ 
em inent” in 
th e developm ent

atom ic research as long as the pros­ 
pects for in ternational agreem ent on 
atom ic energy control rem ain poor.

The Palestine crisis has taken on 
fresh international Importance as the 
result >f Russia's r nsatlon.il about- 
face in Joining the United Nations 
T riste ship Council after boycotting 
tha bodv for 13 months. 
The Muscovite action apparently 
it an effort to further a double am ­ 
bition: (Ii to gain a foothold in the 
m ilitarily strategic and oil-rich Mid­ 
dle East. and <2> to prevent exten­ 
sion of American power in that vital 
area. 
The development has a somewhat 
complicated

thum bnail it is this: th* U. N. po­ 
litical committee, com prising’he en­ 
tire membership of the peace organ- J 
icitton, has for some time b en ccn- 
sldering an American plan for tru s­ 
tee sh.p over Palestine. Russia has 
opposed any trusteeship, claiming 
that th? U. a A. Is maneuvering for 
m ilitary bases and petroleum in the 
Middle East. 
New Im portance 
Well now, any trusteeship would 
have to be handled bv the trustee­ 
ship council. Tine Soviet Union be­ 
longs to the council but has been 
m aintaining a boycott until now. 
when the council has suddenly as­ 
sumed unusual impor' anc?. Hence 
Moscow's cool move at Ion* last in 
nam ing a representative to that body 
and thus getting set for action 
It Is a tragedy th at the sanguinary 
Jemisli-Arnb struggle over the Holy 
Land should be complicated by rival­ 
ry between Russia and the m ajor 
western allies for domination of the 
Middle East. Th^se two element* so 
dovetail as to constitute a grave 
menace to global peace. 
However, we at least have the sa t­ 
isfaction of .seeing the present phase 
of the big power compet ition confined 
largely to the United Nations.

Some petroleum authorities have 
said this winter s cutback in gasoline 
production in order to boost the 
heating fuel output may lead to 
gasoline shortages next summer.

Harvest Menaced 
Government oil experts say pros- j 
pective gasoline shortages may hin­ 
der harvests in the mid-west and 
thus curtail farm production AAA 
officials fear that if motorists don't 
voluntarily conserve gasoline farm 
shortages may result in demands 
for some form of rationing 
If every one of the 30.000 OOO pas­ 
senger car owners saved a pint of 
gasoline a dav a total of 1.365.000.- 
000 gallons would be saved in 1948. 
A saving of that size. AAA officials 
say. would go a long way in easing 
if not averting a shortage. 
How ran you save gasoline? One 
way is to drive slower. 
The AAA officials point out that 
hundreds of millions of gallons of 
gasoline are wasted every year by 
car drivers who travel at unneces­ 
sarily high speeds This wastage Is 
indicated by test* of gasoline con­ 
sumption at various speeds. 


Speed Hats G as 
The tests show that a car which I 
gets 18,7 miles to the gallon at 30 I 
miles an hour gets only 15 8 miles 
to the gallon at 40 miles an hour. 
13 3 miles at 50 miles an houh. 11.2 
miles at 60 miles an hour and 8 2 
miles at 80 miles an hour. 
The consumption of gasoline per 
automobile, as well as the 
total 
number of autos In use. has in­ 
creased considerably since 1930 In 
that year 23 000 000 passenger cars 
consumed an average of 519 gallons 
of gas per car. 
In 1941, some 29,500.000 passenger 
cars consumed an average of 650 
gallons per car. In wartime 1943, 
when gasoline was rationed, the con­ 
sumption of 26 million passenger 
autos dropped to 425 gallons per car. 
The gas consumption of 28.250,000 
cars in 1946 was 700 gallons per car.
